SCHOOL REPORT 


0 
To the Citizens of the Town of Marlborough: 


In submitting this report to the Citizens of Marl- 
borough, we shall strive to make clear the present 
conditions in the schools and our aspirations for the 
future. | 

IN MEMORIAM. 


It is with feelings of especial pain that we refer to 
the decease of CLINTON CoLLins, Chairman ofthe Board 
of Education for 1914. 

How well we all remember his intelligence, ever 
displaying so much thoughtfulness in his relations with 
teachers, pupils and parents. It has indeed been a 
heavy blow, and we scarcely know how to speak of 
consolation, but let us remember that light sometime 
will break through, and there will bea happy reunion 
in the Great Beyond. 

Mr. CHARLES W. BUCKMINSTER, was eleeted chair- 
man of the board, Ray H. PaGkE, secretary of the board 
and JoHN H. Lawson, to fill the vacancy caused by the 
death of Mr. Collins. 

To our great regret, Mr. Frank M. Rich, who had 
ably and conscientiously performed his duties as Super- 
intendent of Schools, resigned at the end of the fall term 
to take a position as superintendent and principal of a 
_ Paterson, N. J. grammar school. However the schools 
were so well organized that our efficient corps of teach- 
ers made it possible for the work to advance without 
interruption. 

The present standard of efficiency can be maintained 
only by keeping, as far as possible, the same corps of 
teachers from one year to another. Otherwise our 
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schools become but training centers for young women, 
who, after getting experience at our expense, leave for 
better positions. This is not fair to our pupilsand not 
fair to the town, as.a new teacher can not do her best - 
work until she has been in the school for some time. 


FINANCES. 


A word of explanation regarding the financial 
standing of the district at the beginning of the yearand 
the reason that it became necessary to borrow eight 
hundred dollars at the end of the fall term. 

It has been the custom in the town to have only 
bills that have been paid and vouchers returned, audited 
and if there remained in the hands of the treasurer 
insufficient funds to meet bills they were left unpaid. 
This has been going on for a number of years and each 
year the board would endeavor to make up the defic- 
iency by cutting down expenses instead ofappropriating 
more money for the schools. Then expense would pre- 
sent itself or some bill of two or three years standing 
would come in and instead of decreasing the debt, it 
grew larger. 

Last Spring we decided to pay all bills as far as the 
school funds would go and then either have the town 
raise more money or close the schools. 

The following list gives what the district owed 
March 10, 1914: 


Teachers’ Salaries and Janitor, $359 85 
Mileage, 45 52 
Officers’ Salaries, 113 00 
Repairs, 29 19 
Supplies, 383 02 
Fuel, 38 25 
Incidental Expenses, 289 10

This policy has been adhered to through the school 
year by the board and on Feb. 20,1915, when we 
closed the books, all bills were paid. 
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HIGH SCHOOL. 


The dissatisfaction expressed by some ofour citizens 
with our high school course has exerted an unfavorable 
influence on the school While the discipline is good 
there is a lack of interest inthe work which the principal 
attributes to this cause. 

We feel confident that our present course is not 
suited to local conditions, however before making any 
change in the present course we wish to know the pub- 
lic sentiment, that we may make such changes as will 
have the indorsement of all who have the welfare of our 
high school at heart. We mustconsider not only what 
we, as individuals, may want for our boy or girl but 
what will be best for the entire town. This means the 
unselfish co-operation of all. 


If we cannot maintain an approved four. years’ 
course, let us Shorten the course and raise the standard 
of the work. As the Majority of our pupils finish their 
school work when they graduate from our high school 
it has been suggested that a practical rather thana 
college preparatory coursebe given. Inthis connection 
a course in agriculture might be considered. 


GRADE WORK 


Scholastic Work. 

In all the grade rooms at the main building, the 
state course of study has been followed. More than 
usual emphasis has been laid this year upon writing. 
This is certainly needed in all our schools. Such excel- 
lent results were obtained in this field that several of 
the pupils were recognized for their good work by the 
Palmer Company. 

During the first half of this year the seventh and 
eighth grade pupils were hampered for lack ofa sufficient 
number of text books. At present this defect has been 
remedied. 

In the same room such crowded conditions exist as 
to make it practically impossible to adequately prepare 
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the pupils fot high school. These conditions should be 
remedied at once. 

There was some trouble with discipline in the third 
and fourth and seventh and eighth grades with the 
coming of new teachers, but this defect has been reme- 
died. However we cannot report the attitude of all 
toward teachers as courteous. 


RECOMMENDATIONS. 


The most urgent need of the grades at present is 
almost immediate relief of the crowded conditions in 
the fifth and sixth and seventh and eighth graderooms. 

Incomplete sets of books should be filled out imme- 
diately and certain helps to good teaching furnished. 

Domestic Science and Manual Training have been 
taught by Post Graduate girls from the Keene Normal 
School. There are many good features in these courses 
and we realize their value but under present financial 
conditions we doubt the advisibility of continuing them 
especially the Manual Training course. This course as 
taught by a young lady is of doubtful value. If, in the 
future, we can unite with near by towns and securea 
trained man, we feel it would be advisable to teach this 
subject but not-under present conditions. The proper 
handling of tools, instructions as to proper method of 
filing a saw or grinding a chisel is as important as to 
teach a boy how to make some small piece of furniture 
and this is not done as is evidenced by the condition of 
the tools. | 


OUR DISTRICT SCHOOLS. 


We are pleased to note that the work inthe outside 
schools is all we can expect. The teachers are greatly 
handicapped by having so many different grades to 
teach but this cannot be avoided. 

The Lowellville school opened this fall after having 
been closed during theSpringterm. Miss Ruth Wiswall 
is in charge here and is doing excellent work. 
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Mrs. Ella B. Hunt taught at the Webb school during 
the fall term. When she resigned Miss Frances Cushing 
was appointed in her place. We have had some difh- 
culty in securing a teacher who would remain any length 
of time but now believe we have secured the right one 
and trust the board will be able to retain her services. 

The Wallace school has been taught for three con- 
secutive years by Miss Esther V. Fish. The improve- ~ 
ment in work and the general spirit ofthe children show 
the advantage of keeping the same teacher from one 
year to another. 


SANITATION. 


Something should be done at once to correct the 
present sanitary, or rather very unsanitary conditions 
at the high school building. The windows on the side 
next the outbuildings cannot be opened during warm 
weather. Also some arrangement should be made for 
running water and sewerage in these buildings or better 
still remove the buildings and provide rooms in the 
basement where a modern system of sanitation can be 
installed. 


BUILDINGS. 


We have inspected all the buildings and find many 
repairs are necessary that if attended to at once will 
cost the town far less than if they are left for a year or 
two. 

No. 1. 
The building needs new shingles, ceiling, a new 
chimney and painting. If it is not shingled it will be 
useless to put in a new ceiling as the present roof leaks » 
and in a short time a new ceiling would be in the same 
condition as the old one. 

No. 2. 

Painted outside, a room finished in the attic to 
relieve the present crowded condition, and something 
done about the heating system. 

Our present system of hot“air heating is a menace 
to the health of the children!; this is especially true ot 
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the furnace that supplies the heat in the high and inter- 
mediate school rooms. The gas from this furnace 
escapes into the heating pipes, unless the drafts are 
kept open. On going into these rooms in the morning 
the air is filled with this poisonous gas. Before the 
rooms can be used the windows have to be opened and 
a complete change of air made. This means cooling 
the rooms to such an extent that extra fuel is 
consumed. 


Another bad feature of these furnaces is that the air 
which passes through them to be heated is taken from 
the basement where it is heated and goes to the rooms. 

Imagine the condition of the air that comes from a 
crowded basement full of active children! It is not 
only full of dust, but also carbonic acid gas which is 
exhaled from the lung's of each child. Add to this the 
chance of spreading contageous diseases by the same 
means, and the necessity for an immediate change can 
readily be seen. 

As the air passes through the furnace all traces of 
moisture are removed, making it dangerous to breathe 
as it leaves the throat and air passages of the lungs in 
a dry condition, thus making a child more susceptible 
to colds and lung troubles. | 

We would recommend that a Steam Heating Plant 
be installed. This will not only remove the bad condi- 
tions caused by our present system but would be a 
great saving in fuel as there would be but one fire 
instead of four as we now have. 

Also, it would give more room in the basement. 
Present conditions are such that it is necessary for 
children from the first grade to the high school to spend 
the recesses in the same room and this in itself is poor 
policy. The play instinct differs so widely in children 
of different ages that it is an absolute necessity to pro- 
vide separate rooms if we desire the best possible devel- 
ypement of our children. 
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No. 8. 

At number three we find the building needs a few 
minor repairs. We recommend that the school-house 
and woodshed be repainted and the latter shingled. 

No. 4. 

At number four we find the roof needs new shingles; 

the building should be painted and a few repairs made.

Gentlemen :— 

Iam pleased to report that the discipline in the 
high school is fully as good this year as last. The 
interest of last year, however, has waned. This we 
believe is to be largely explained as a direct effect of 
the unfavorable agitation in town. But other reasons 
are present: such as the necessary use of improper text 
books without interesting outside reading, and the 
centering of much of the school work around the col- 
lege preparatory course. 

The text books are now fairly well cared for by 
means of a book cabinet. 

If any change is made in the length of the high 
school course, it should be to two years. A change to 
three years is impracticable. 

The high school course of study needs thorough 
overhauling. 

A few sets of text books should be purchased and 
a considerable number of outside reading books. A 
number of sections of a sectional bookcase should be 
purchased for use in the main high school room. This 
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is necessary to keep the reference books in good con- 
dition. 
THE BUILDING. 

Through the efforts of students;and teachers and 
the kindness of friends, the building has been thorou- 
ghly equipped with electric lights. 

As the managementof the building is becoming 
more.centralized, the discipline in theghalls and base- 
ment has improved. 

A few recommendations are called for.
